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SECTION  1.  GENERAL 


Purpose  of  the  Data  Requirements  Document.  The  objectives  of  this 
Data  Requirements  Document  for  an  Enhanced  Program  Element  (PE)  Data 
Base  are  to  list  and  define  data  elements  which  the  system  must  handle 
and  to  communicate  data  collection  requirements  to  the  user. 

1.2  Project  References.  The  references  below  are  applicable  to  the 
history  and  development  of  the  project  to  develop  an  Enhanced  PE  Data 
Base.  The  project  encompasses  development  of  enhancements  to  existing 
Department  of  the  Army  (DA)  management  information  systems  (MIS) 
using  the  capabilities  of  the  TOTAL  data  base  management  system  (DBMS) 
and  other  appropriate  software  techniques.  The  enhanced  capabilities 
will  be  made  available  to  users  of  the  United  States  Army  Management 
Systems  Support  Agency  (USAMSSA)  within  which  data  processing  installa- 
tion the  programs  will  be  run.  The  sponsor  for  this  project  is  the 
Office  of  the  Chief  of  Staff,  Program  Analysis  and  Evaluation  Directorate.

1.4  Modification  of  Data  Requirements.  Users  of  the  Enhanced  PE  Data 
Base  who  want  to  make  changes  to  system  data  requirements  should  submit 
their  requirements  to  CSAM-SSD. 

1.5  Security  and  Privacy.  The  FYDP  Base,  Audit  Trail  and  Manpower 

Cost  files  are  classified  CONFIDENTIAL.  All  other  files  are  unclassified. 
There  are  no  personal  data  contained  in  the  Enhanced  PE  Data  Base. 
Therefore,  privacy  restrictions  are  not  applicable  to  the  system. 
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SECTION  2.  DATA  DESCRIPTION 


2.1  Logical  Organization  of  Static  System  Data.  Static  system  data 
elements  are  defined  as  those  used  by  the  system  for  either  parametric 
control  or  reference  purposes.  Static  data  are  usually  updated  in 
widely  separated  time  frames  independent  of  normal  system  runs.  Static 
Data  Elements  are  specified  in  Figure  2-01. 

2.2  Logical  Organization  of  Dynamic  Input  Data.  Dynamic  input  data 
elements  are  defined  as  those  data  that  are  intended  to  be  updated  by  a 
normal  system  run  or  during  on-line  operation.  Dynamic  input  data  elements' 
are  specified  in  Figure  2-01. 

2.3  Logical  Organization  of  Dynamic  Output  Data.  Dynamic  output  data 
elements  are  defined  as  those  intended  to  be  updated  and  which  are  output 
during  a normal  system  run  or  during  on-line  operation.  Dynamic  output 
data  elements  are  specified  in  Figure  2-01. 

2.4  Internally  Generated  Data.  Internally  generated  data  are  those 
data  which  the  system  creates  for  control  and  reports  purposes  over  which 
the  user  has  little,  if  any,  control. 

2.5  System  Data  Constraints.  The  Current  PE  Description  file  contains 
only  the  currently  effective  description  of  a PE.  The  Prior  PE  Description 
file  contains  those  extended  PE  definitions  which  were  in  effect  at  any 
time  over  the  most  recent  five  fiscal  years.  Older  PE  definitions  are 
retired  to  magnetic  tape  for  perpetual  retention.  All  other  system  data 
constraints  are  specified  in  the  Functional  Description  for  an  Enhanced 
Program  Element  (PE)  Data  Base  dated  October  1978.  Individual  data  element 
descriptions  are  in  Appendix  C.  The  relationships  of  each  data  element  to 
each  file  required  for  the  expanded  PE  definition  as  discussed  in  the 
functional  description  are  shown  in  Figure  2-02. 
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SECTION  3.  USER  SUPPORT  FOR  DATA  COLLECTION 


This  section  and  Figure  2-01  describe  the  data  collection  support  required 
from  the  user  to  gather  the  data  values  used  by  the  system. 

3.1  Data  Collection  Requirements  and  Scope.  The  data  collection  require- 
ments and  scope  for  each  data  element  are  presented  in  Figure  2-01.  Pertinent 
definitions  are  given  below. 

a.  Input  Sources (s)  of  the  Data  Element.  This  item  identifies 
the  source (s)  from  which  the  data  element  is  entered  into  the  system. 

b.  Input  Device,  This  item  names  the  hardware  device  used  for 
entering  data  into  the  system.  PAED  is  the  only  activity  which  may 
legally  enter  data  into  the  system  for  the  purpose  of  update.  Other 
users,  with  PAED  concurrence,  may  enter  data  in  a "read  only"  mode. 

c.  Recipients . This  item  identifies  other  users  of  the  system 
(other  than  the  originator)  who  should  be  cognizant  of  the  data. 

d.  Critical  Value.  This  item  identifies  data  elements  which 
contain  specific  value (s)  of  major  significance  in  processing. 

e.  Scales  of  Measurement.  Not  applicable  to  any  data  element  in 
the  enhanced  PE  data  base. 

f.  Conversion  Factors.  Not  applicable  to  any  data  element  in  the 
enhanced  PE  data  base. 

g.  Output  Form/Device.  This  item  identifies  the  output  media 
where  each  data  element  may  be  found*  The  primary  output  media  employed 
are  disk  output  files  directly  accessible  by  CRT  in  an  on-line  mode.  In 

a batch  processing  mode,  additional  output  in  the  form  of  hard-copy  listings 
is  also  produced. 

h.  Expansion  Factors.  This  item  is  discussed  in  Functional  Description 
for  an  Enhanced  PE  Data  Base^  dated  October  1978.  In  addition,  it  should  be 
noted  that  establishment  of  the  enhanced  PE  data  base  may  be  the  catalyst  for 
significant  expansion  in  systems  and  data  based  beyond  the  scope  of  the  current 
project. 

Frequency  of  Update.  Even  though  this  item  is  addressed  in 
Figure  2-01,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  each  data  element  is  subject 
to  update  on  an  as  required  basis.  The  deviation  in  times  between 
required  updates  is  so  wide  as  to  make  statements  of  average  frequencies 
and  variances  essentially  meaningless.

source  of  input  data  at  the  present,  and  for  the  medium  term  future,  plans

3.4  Data  Base  Impacts.  Implementation  of  the  enhanced  PE  data  base  will 
significantly  increase  the  pressure  on  the  HQDA  Staff  and  USAMSSA  to 
examine  management  of  data  across  systems  and  functional  lines.  Extremely 
close  coordination  will  become  ever  more  important  during  software 
development  and  during  system  operations  because  of  the  need  to  correctly 
establish  and  maintain  the  complex  file  linkages  which  will  evolve  from 
the  initial  enhanced  PE  data  base.
